Whether Black consulted with 
the' President before making up 
his mind to give his side of the 
case over tho air could not be 
learned, but 
few observers 
be- 


lieved It likely that he had made 
his decision without presidential 
knowledge of his Intentions. .

most controversial 
N e w 


Deal enterprises. 
It was 


planned by Professor Tug- 
well, long regarded as the 
leading 
"braintruster" 
at 


Washington, and now mak- 
ing molasses for a private 
concern. And the dominat- 
ing spirit of the venture is 
now a wealthy storekeeper, 
E. A. Filene of Boston, who 
has given $1,000,000 to car- 
ry out some of his econom- 
ic ideas. 


Greenbelt is to be oper- 


ated as the first American 
community ,on a co-opera- 
Live basis. Every business 
n this town of 900 families 
will be owned and operated 
by its customers. 
If there 


is any profit, it will come 
Lo them in lower prices.
